On the 12th of June, 188, Timothy Heenan, &
young man, was shot and killed om FUth wsireet,
above Hpruooce, e was u frequenter at Salllvan's
lavern, at the strects named, and on the nlght in
question, while there, encountered Jerry Eaton, a
noted character, and Junes Tralvor, allas Sugardm,
not less noted than Eaton, keeper of the Carpenter
House. A quarrel ensued, and thers was a seiie,
In which blows were struek,.  Eaton and his fricods
lefy, went hack to the Cnrpenter House, armed theme
selves, and some minutes after went back in search
of Heenan, DBy this thme he had gone to Smith's
tavern, on the opposite corner from Sulllvan's; and
there he was found by the party in pursait of him,

Alderman Dougherty, who witnessed the shooting,
deseribed on the witness stand  the shooting.” as
well as the ocotirrences inmediately preceediog it
le sald;—

On the night of the 11th of June, o few minutes hes
fore 12 o'clock, passing down Fifth street, from Wil
nut to Frune, at Prune street T met two friends, Mr,
Kelsh and Mr, Tatem; I stopped and talked with
them ; we had been talking some minntes when Mr,
Eaton, Mr, Nellig, and & man they el “Sugar Jim"™
(Trajnor) came up Fifth street and went aronnd the
corner of Prone, and went up Prune streel toward
Sixth, to Trainor's house ; they had been at Trainor's
house, called the “Carpenter House,” & lew minates,
aud 1 heard the report of six shots, fired o the
neighborhood of Traluor's house, but whether Inshite
or ont I conld not tell ; some few minutes arter these
Feports BOMe NIX OF seven men onme, as if out of the
house, and sonme went on one side of the street aml
sOmC on the other; us they pussed down Prane stret
towurd Firth, heard one of them say, *You go on the
ather side ;" which one gald this T don't know, and |
don't know whether the defendant was with the
Marty.

Heenan  culled  Ewing  back, and on  the
north side of Sproce.

was standing then on the southeast corner of Fifth
mnd Spruce, there were two reports of pistols, and
belug In o line with the tring, T thought It dangérons
to stay, and then crossed to the northwest corner,
more towards the north than the west, looking at the
part.lus who were firing, who were Eaton and
I'rainor both ; whoe fired the first two shots 1 don’t
know; the third shot was fired by Trainor, and
the fourth by Eaton; at the time the fourth shot
was fired Heennn was past the corner of Fifth
and Spruce streets; walking np Fifth after Ewing,
Eaton, and Trainor; Heenan at the fourth shot
stopped for a second, and then started on to
walk aguin, and sald, *You d—d curs, why don't
you wait?" then some eight or ten shots
were fired ; I got o to the west side of the wily and
found Nellls over there; I walked alongsl le of himn
and made a remark to him ; 1 then returned to where
Heenan and Ewing were, and by this time Eaton,
Truinor, and Nellis, and some seven or eight alto-
gether ran up Firth street; Nellis went up on the
west side, and all the others on the east; Nellis did
not run, but all the rest did; Ewing was drunk:
Heenan was taken over to Smith's, and then it was
digcovered that he _was shot; I procured Dr,
Hutchins, and then a carriage to take Hoenon to the
hospital, but we carried him there ona lounge, and
he died st the hospital; when Heenan caoe to
Smith's door, and Eston had the [:Lstul pointed,
Heenan gald to Eaton, “Jerry, there 1s no use using
anything of that Kind; 1 am not armed;” and he

held up his hands to show that - he was
not; he had no arms  when he was
taken to the hospital, for I searched his

clothing: I sald Eaton fired the fourth shot, aund
Trainor the third; can't be positive which shot out of
the elght hit Heenan ; when the fourth shot was fired
Heenan ﬁluw)ml an instant and then went on again ;
they were all stunding on Fifth street, above Spruce,
when these shots were fired, except Nellls, who wus
on the west side; the balunce of the party, except
Eaton snd Traipor, werc ffteen or twenty fect
above, towards Sproce street; Eaton and fnor
were fnterposcd between Heenan and Ewing and
the rest of the party; Heenan wos about twenty
feet from Eaton and Trainor when the foarth
shot was fred; bLefore the Tourth shot Eaton
wnd Trainor both fired the other elght or ten
ghots; Trainor attempted to fire, aod Ws plstol
snapped three times in suceession; thiok It was
after the fourth shot the plstol snapped, but won't
be positive; 1 suw Mr Heenan st the Hospital; he
was budly wounded and very prostrate, but I did not
know myself how dangerons he was; I had a oon.
versation with iim in regard to his lving or dying;
that was immedistely after he was taken into the
Hospital, und while he wis still lying in the hall,
and before he woas carried up to bed ; he was very
much prostrated; he begged me to tell him I, he
wounld live until mygriing, or whether he was in any
Immedinte danger; he asked me to tell him after |
gaw the doctor; I saw the doctor, but 1 don't thiuk 1
communicated what 1 heard to Mr, Heenang 1 had
another conversation with Heenan about his condi-
tion, and he sald he felt very bhad, and he told me to
take his money and give (6 10 nis sister 40 he died,

On the trinl the defense oalled witnesses as to the
quarrel at Sullivan’s tavern, and two witnesses swore
that when Heenan came out of Smith's tavern he
had a hatchet In s huni.  No one of the witiicases
for the prosecution saw the hatchet nor any weapon
in Heenan's hand, The defense called as a winness
Peter Ellis, who swore that he saw Michael Loary run
towards Eaton and snateh the pistol out of s haned
before the frst shot was fired, Other witnesses swore
that Eaton passed up the strect before the firing cow-
mencad,

When the case was given to the Jury, they remained
out but sixteen minuotes, and then returned with
a verdiet of “Guilty of murder in the first degree,”

When the verdict was announced Eaton's wife
who had beéen near him constantly during the trial,
purst inte loud sobbing, crg'lnF, 80 us to be heard
through the whole court-room, that her husband was
inoocent. Eaton chewed.his tobucco complacently
and #eemed ruiher indiferent,

Charles Brooke, of coungel for the aceused, asked
that W jury be polled, which was done, and the ver-
et recorded, when Mr, Brooke suid that he should
move for g new trial.

This motlon was afterwards argued, but refused,
and Gerald Eaton sentenced w deuth,

A Respite Secured.

Fallowing the trial, the fallure for & new one, and
the sentence, numerons efforts were made Lo secure
o reprieve for the condemned man. Mr. Brooke, his
connsel, pald @ visitto Governor Geary al Harrisburg,
and pluced In his hands 8 Lu:lm.iuu slgned by eleven
of the jury who convicted Eaton, remarking that the
twelfth man could not be found,

The jury say that, in the evidence and gharge of
the Conrt, they belleved that techuteally the grade
of the oftense was murder In the first degree, and
that they were regulred to, and therefore did, nnite in
rendering such 4 verdict; but still they believe, and
u reflection that belief is stréengthened, that the
gircumstances attendant upon the commission of the
offense relleved it of the character of one hnper-
pvely requiring the infdction of the extreme penalty
of the Inw, and they rurther belleve, and 50 respect-
fully present to his Excellency, that the ends of pul.
Lo justice will he fully answered by » protracted term
of imprisonment of the prisoner,
